It  is  said  to  depict  the  dream 
of  the  “Tree  of  Life”  retold  in 
the  Book  of  Mormon. 

Discovered  by  four  Brigham 
Young  University  scientists  in  the 
ancient  walled  city  of  Aguacatal, 
Campeche,  Mexico,  the  stone 
dates  from  a period  of  about  200

He  will  study  in  the  advanced 
area  of  general  portraiture  while 
attending  the  school. 

Owned  and  operated  by  Pro- 
fessional Photographers  Associa- 
tion. the  prerequisite  for  admiss- 
ion is  at  least  one  year  of  full 
time  professional  work.  Some  of 
the  12-15  courses  covering  por- 
trait, commercial  and  industrial 
photography  require  six  to  seven 
years  of  studio  work,  in  addition 
to  other  qualifications. 

Course  tuition  will  be  paid  by 
BYU  Photo  Studio,  with  Pug- 
mire paying  all  additional  ex- 
penses for  the  trip.  Before  com- 
ing to  campus  a year  ago,  he  had 
intensive  training  at  Brooks  In- 
stitute, Calif.,  in  portraiture. 

Pugmire  has  been  in  profess- 
ional photography  for  16  years. 

Courses  are  offered  at  Winona 
only  during  the  summer,  and  are 
taught  by  leading  photographers 
in  the  country.  The  institution  has 
been  considered  in  the  trade  as 
a postgraduate  school  for  photo- 
graphers.

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Faculty  Brassman  Ploys  Bach  to  Brubeck. . . 

Dick  Ballou  - From  Swing  to

Versatile  brassman  Dick  Bal- 
lou of  the  BYU  music  faculty 
could  conceivably  find  himself  in- 
volved in  a Utah  Symphony  Or- 
chestra concert,  faculty  wood- 
wind quintet  recital,  Y’s  Men 
dance  band  engagement,  and  Cou- 
gar Marching  Band  exhibition— 
all  in  a given  day. 

That  is,  if  the  given  day  was 
stretched  to  squeeze  several  more 
hours  into  his  already  busy  sche- 
dule. which,  incidentally,  also  in- 
cludes private  brass  lessons  and 
classroom  teaching  . 

RICHARD  EDWIN  BALLOU 
graduated  from  BYU  with  a bach- 
elor of  arts  degree  in  1948,  receiv- 
ing his  master  of  arts  degree  in 
1953. 

He  first  started  playing  a 
trumpet  as  a sophomore  in  Riv- 
erside (Calif.)  Polytechnic  High 
School,  and  it  was  at  this  same 
institution  that  one  of  his  in- 
structors inspired  him  to  go  into 
teaching.  While  at  the  school  he 
played  in  the  symphony  orches- 
tra and  concert  band. 

He  played  his  first  profess- 
ional job  as  a musician  a scant 
three  months  after  his  first 
trumpet  lesson. 

With  BYU’s  Student  Program 
Bureau  and  his  Y’s  Men  dance 
band,  he  has  since  toured  exten- 
sively in  the  Western  states,  many 
of  the  performances  play-for-pay. 
In  addition,  he  still  sits  in  occas- 
ionally with  Maurice  Abravanel’s 
Utah  Symphony  Orchestra  when 
time  permits. 

IT  WAS  AT  Riverside  that  he 
met  his  wife,  Jane,  a student  at 
BYU.  They  barely  knew  each  oth- 
er on  campus  at  the  time,  but  the 
distaff  influence  was  enough  to 
change  his  mind  about  graduate 
work  at  University  of  Southern 
California  and  bring  him  to  BYU 
to  earn  his  masters  award. 

Presently  they  have  three  child- 
ren: Vicki,  10,  Jim,  5,  and  Lorri, 
18  months.  They  were  married  in 
the  Salt  Lake  Temple  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints. 

As  an  undergraduate  Ballou 
participated  on  campus  in  the 
dance  band  inspiringly  named 
“Wayne  Skeem  and  His  Ro- 
mance in  Rhythm.” 

Before  graduating  he  served  a 
three-year  hitch  playing  for  an 
Army  Air  Force  band.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  special  band  or- 
ganized to  play  when  Gen.  Wain- 
wright  returned  home  after  his 
release  as  a Japanese  prisoner  of 


Men  have  been  active  ever  since 
and  still  play  for  many  on-cam- 
pus  functions,  as  well  as  off-cam- 
pus affairs.
